The Inspections and Appeals Department hereby amends Chapter 100, “General Provisions for Social
and Charitable Gambling,” lowa Administrative Code.

State or Federal Law Implemented
This rule making implements, in whole or in part, 2021 lowa Acts, House File 311.
Purpose and Summary

The amendments to Chapter 100 implement 2021 lowa Acts, House File 311. The legislation modifies
the frequency of game nights conducted by licensed qualified organizations.

Amend rule 481—100.2(99B) as follows:

481—100.2(99B) Licensure. Gambling shall only occur upon receipt of a license issued by the
department. The license shall be prominently displayed at the gambling location.

100.2(1) Types of gambling licenses—qualified organizations. A qualified organization (QO), as
defined in Iowa Code section 99B.1(26), may apply for the six following license types, each of which
permits the activities listed. A QO with a two-year QO license may also apply for a seventh license type,
